As you are aware, our firm has been providing services to the Los Angeles 
Chinatown Business Council (“LACBC”) related to the above-entitled case. As we previously 
discussed, | have called and spoken to opposing counsel about settling this matter. On July 
20, 2022, | relayed the results of that call and provided you my best legal advice regarding 
resolving this matter. | explained that resolution of the case would require LACBC to take 
specific actions to comply with its obligations under the California Public Records Act. You 
initially provided a brief response on July 25, 2022, after | resent the initial advice and we 
were able to connect via telephone on August 5, 2022, following numerous attempts to 
reach you via email previously (dated July 26, 2022, August 1, 2022, and August 4, 2022). 
However, we have not received any further communication from you for the past four 
weeks. 


Following our brief August 5th call, in which we were cut off, | sent a follow-up email 
regarding the status of your search for records needed in responding to Petitioner’s 
settlement offer. A similar follow-up email followed on August 11, 2022. However, no 
response was received.

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On August 15, 2022, our office received an updated settlement offer from 
Petitioner, extending the time to turn over requested records until August 25, 2022. 
Petitioner had requested an indication of interest in the offer by August 17, 2022. That 
offer, as well as the need for a timely reply, was conveyed to you through two emails on 
August 15, 2022. | sent a follow up to those emails on August 17, 2022. | also attempted to 
reach you via telephone and left a message, requesting a call back ASAP. However, no 
response was received. 


On August 18, 2022, | sent you another email, attaching an Answer we filed on 
behalf of LACBC and again following up on the pending settlement offer. | also explained 
that | had requested an extension from Petitioner in the time to respond to the offer.
